agers hasn't enusad all the dircoverable com-
plaint, his analytle, legal mind puts a very
curlous pleture of the casa befare him., Or It
otght to.
The Middlemen's Trust

Here we have a supposititious trust of
middlemen, The booking powers—the Bhu«
herts, or “Independents,” and Klaw & Er-
langer, or the “Syndicate’’—manufacture soma
of tha product, hut not half. They own some
of the staren where [t In sold, but only a frac-
tion, They merely arranged for its distribu-
tlon, The Injured parties nssume that theso
stores, through the middlemen trust, ought
to be compelled to handle thelr goods. The
consumer hasn't a word to eay. Heae can't
discover that the methods of marketing have
anything to do with with the cost or the
worth of the product. It is Just another
“lttie business man' that is getting hurt.
And If the Government proseciites, 1t will do
the playgoer ahbout as much good ne the
other anti-trust sulty have done the sutomo-
bile awnera and the proprietors of pipes,

The real trouble in the theatricnl system
bears no earthly analogy to the other Lrust
diMeulties, Tt Im't o matter of distributlon
or sale. If the Government ahould prosecute
the Bhuberta and Klaw & Frianger for the
real wrong in the Ameriean theatre, 1t would
be like prosecuting the Tobnoco Trust for
fome fault in the manufacturing organizn-
tion—for growing Burley leaf in Michigan,
curing it In Maine and rolling it into clgars
In Callfornin. The "theatrical trust' manu-
factures every ons of ita separats clgnrs
through a different workman, and ships him
into all thowe thres different Btates to do it
Anyhody who hng studied the organizition
of Germany's Independent, Integral repertory
theatres, any ona who has stepped Into Wal-
Inck's with a seelng eye, knows the saving
in cout of produetion, the security in patron-
nge and ndjustment of losees which s poasi-
ble under such an arrangement. He cannot
help contrasting It with the reckless exe
travagance and the impossibile rigks of our
plecemeal, speculative producing and touring
syatem. And |f he expecis lowas to he de-
slgned for the promotion of happiness, hap-
piness to take account of art, and art to be
# product of securlty and provident en-
deavor, he In llkely to press for prossoution.
But, like Mr. Thompson, he may doubt
“whether the Sherman aet can be applled to
such n kaleldoscople busineas us the siage."”
An application of common senas would be
better.

Slaying the Slain

Unfortunately, the practical problem right
now seems to bhe whether to embarrasa the
harassed Independents and the Syndl-
cats stlll further thls geason by pursulng
them with the Sherman act. Once upon &
time, when the Syndicate had sewed up the
esituation so tight that the Shubert explosion
was the result, it was easy to find a trust.
Early thla season the blessings of competi-
tion, added unto our chaotle theatre system,
drove the two mides of the theatrical house
to & deslgn to mike peace and foin in a sin-
gla booking offica. Tha actlon of the Gov-
ernment ralses a natural doubt as to whether
the consolidation was glven up for reasons
outlined &t the timoe or whether it was given
up at all, But, so far as surface indleations
g0, tha Shuberts and the Byndleate are book-
ing thalr playe in their theatres independant
of any agreement except wome restrictions
of & minor sort In Chicago, Hoston, Phila-
delphla and 8t. Louls

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WHY PURCHASE LOWER CALIFORNIA?

It is Urged That We Might Thus -Help Mexico and Benefit Our-
selves—Magdalena Bay and the Monroe Doctrine—South-
west Wants “a Window on the Sea.”

OWER CALIFORNIA, lying off tho beaten
track of the tourist, ls best known by It=
relation to the not Infrequent Japanese-
Amerlean war scarcs. Magdnlena Bay and
Turtle Bay are familinr names to everybody
who reads the news, ‘They hava often
sounded In the halls of Congress. In n speech
on the arbitration treaties, Senator Lodge
aald this:

“Kuppose some grent Eastern Power should
direetly or Indirectly tuke possession of o
harbor on the west coast of Mexleo for tha
purposs of making it n naval stntlon and a
place of arms. T am using no Imagination in
suggesting such a cass. It ls not very long
since an indirect movement was begun, and
it is apparently stlll on foot, to obtaln pos-
sennlon for n forelgn Power of Magdalena
Bay, so I may falrly supposa that such &
case may arise, If It dld we should imme-
diately Intervene. We should declars that
this was a violation of our constant poliey
known as the Meonros Dootrine, The natlon
seoking the station on the coast of Mexlico
would then say, 'Very well, let us lake this
to arbitration,” We could not haelp ourselves,
for under tha termg of the treaty elther party
to a disputs can bring the other befors the
high ¢ommlission of Inquiry, and the Monroe
Daoctrine would then be submitted to them by
ua a8 & bar to the arbitrablility of the ques-
tlon." |

Now, If only Lower Californin wers owned
by the United States, how different the situns
tion would be! No further prospect of any
such aventuality as that which Senator
Lodge so seriousiy discusses. No more Mag-
dalena Bay incidents of the kind that breed
or foster war seares, And what & Feller!

The Money Would Come In Handy

The transfer of title would doubtless prove
of conalderabls advantage to this country,
and If some man or group of men should ap-
pear In Mexican affalrs whom our Govern-
ment might feel disposed te ald in the estab-
lishment of peacs and order the purchase
price of the territory would be o literally ma-
terial contribution toward that end, Mexico
has not been served by Lower Callfornla. The
territory remains practically undeveloped.
Mexlco's need 15 for the development of peacse
and prosperity in the rest of the country

The proposition that the United Sistea
should acquire Lower California is not naw,
except as the elroumstances are new, From
the beginping of the Mexican War up to tha
present time the annexation of the peninsula
has heen perlodically agltated. Twice Lower
Callifornia was In the possession of Ameri-
cans and twice It was glven back to Mexico.

Much of the advantage from annexation
would acerue to the peopls of threa Bouth-
western Statas—Now Mexico, Arlsona and
Californla. What they think about it In that
reglon wis expressed & fow years ago by a
Californla writer as follows: “When our war
with Maexico closed in ths fortles with the
treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, and we ac-
quired the Btates of Californla, northern Ard-
sona, Colorads, Utah sund Nevada, and cons
firmed our possesalon of Texas, our peace
commissioners allowed themselves to be out-
genercled dlplomatically in several tmpor-
tant partlculars. Our sxpansion stopped just
at the point where, having gons se far, it
should hava gons farther. The cardinal error
of the commissionsrs and the Folk Adminis-
tration was the faliure do appreciate the great
importance of access 1o thu sea. They over-
Jooked American secess Lo and rights of
navigation upon the Guif of Callfornin, tha
arm of the Pacific that extends up the Muxi-
edn comsl between the Mexican Btats of
fonors and the Mexinan Territory of Lower
Californla. Had our statpsmen foresesn the
future grasiness of the territory thay were

deapair.
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seguiring, they could not have made such a
minteks. An it was they consented o un In-
ternational boundary line thal cuts off
southeastorm Cylifornle and Arizona from
traffic completely eu
& thousand milss

fornin the northwest corner of Sonora should
he acquired at the same time. This narrow
strip at the head of the gulf wis retalned by
Mexico to afford an overland routs to the
peninsula, Mexlco, however, has made abso-
lutely no use of it, not even for thig purpose.
All communleation between the Mexican
malnland and Lower Callfornla Is by boat,
and there Is so very lttle communication
that the territory has been nimost completaly
forgotten In Mexico Clty. ‘The 50,000 people
who comprisa the tota)l population of the
peninsula do not figure in Mexican revolu-
tlons, 2o complete Is thelr lsolation from
Mexlcan affalrs, The business of concesslons
has thriven only moderately here, for the rea-
#ion that Lower California needs all-round de-
velopment, such as Mexico cannot give {t and
such as the United Btates can give it, befora
it can become lmmensely profitable to spe-
c¢lal enterprises.

More “Imperial Valleys”

With Lower Callfornin and the northwest-
ern corner of Sonora In Ameriean control, the
miracles of the American Southwest would
be repeated by the same methods, principally
irrigation and tha development of waterways.

By the expenditure of some Inbor and
money by the Federal Goevernmeant, San Jorge
Bay, near the head of the gulf, could be mads
an important American port A rallroad
thence from the Southern Pacific would give
direct and easy access to tidewatsr. The
Colorado River, with some “improvements,'
could be made. navigable to large boats all
the way to Yuma, We should have, in case
of the proposed purchase, ports of commerce
600 mliles nearer the mouth of the Panama
Canal than any wo now possess, Magdalena
Bay, the best harbor on the Paclfic coast
south of Californin, s closer to the eannl by
this distance than San Diego, the firat Amerl-
can port on the Pacific reached by vessels
coming through the canal, and Ban Joss del
Cabo, at the southern tip of the peninsula, i«
200 miles nearer, Mexico would bensflt com-
mercially from the presence of American
ports of entry on the gulf. To return to the
subject of war, the ownership of Magdalena
Bay, a beautiful landlocksd harbor 15 miles
neroks, would offer naval and military advan-
tagea which are abvious,

You have heard of the great Immperial Val-
ley of Cnlifornla. A few yeara ago it wag an
arld wilderness. Now It Is one of the garden
spots of the world. An slaborate system of
dams and Intakes was constructed, and
though owned and used by Americana Hving
in the Unlted States It in necessarily locatsd
on Mexican soll, It |s thus subjeot to Mex!-
can law, and’the protection that Mexican lnw
uffords is not much. But thers are other Im-
perial  Valleys awalting development 1n
northweatarn Sonora and Lower Callfornin.

This ia our New Southwest—is ba or not
to be.
